Hitler Orders 


Jews Cleared 


Out of Kurope 


By JOHN H. COLBURN. 

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 7.—}— 
Adolf Hitler was reported today 
to have ordered all Jews cleared 
out of Europe before the end of 
the war, with a purge in Italy 
scheduled to follow immediately 
after the current persecution in 
Denmark. 

The capitulation of the Badoglie 
government in Italy already is be 
ing blamed in Rome on the Jews, 
| according to reports received here, 
|and German papers in Rome de- 
clare that “Fascism demands that 
| Jews should be rendered harm- 
‘less and must disappear from the 
national life of Italy.” 

This phrase is similar to that 
used in official German announce- 
| ments launching the pogrom in 
Denmark. 

Hitlerian Decree. 

The Stockhold newspaper Social 
Demokraten said it had learned 
from informed German circles that 
a Hitlerian decree already had 
been issued ordering all Jews 
cleared from Europe. 

The order was declared being 
carried out under Storm Troop 
Leader Eichmann, known as the 

“Jew dictator” of Europe. Eich- 
mann was born in Palestine after 
his parents went there as German 
colonists. 
| Another Swedish source was 
told by a high German elite guard 
officer who visited here recently 
that “whether we win the war or 
not, one thing is sure: not a single 
Jew and very few Poles wil] be 
_ left in Europe.” 

Both the Social Demokraten and 
the Svenska Dagbladet said they 
had learned that Nazi Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler as well 
as the German ambassador ta 
Denmark, Werner Best, and the 
former military chief in Denmark, 
General Hermann von Hannecken.

Small Children Slain. 

A prominent Danish Jew who 
reached Sweden this morning 
said: “You can’t imagine what 
we've been through. Our homes 
were sacked and burned, and 
small children were killed. 

Refugees said the Germans or- 
dered the arrest of 7,000 Jews. but 
that so far they had been able 
to round up only about 800. More 
| than 3,000 fled to Sweden. Scores 
were killed and others fled to 
the Danish countryside.

A conference was 
held Wednesday and another was 
scheduled for yesterday, he said, 
but was not held because of the 
strike. A conciliator had been re- 
quested by the union and approv- 
ed by the company for yesterday’s 
scheduled meeting. 

Present Wages. 

Wages in dispute, both the 
union and the company agreed, 
were as follows: 

Minimum wage, 18 cents per 
hour for a 50-hour week, no over- 
time for 50 hours, but overtime 
for more than 9 hours a day and 
for more than five hours Satur- 
day; maximum wage about 42c 
per hour. 

Against those figures the union 
asked a minimum wage of 45c per 
hour with overtime after 40 hours. 

The company offered an _ in- 
crease of 3 cents per hour mini- 
mum, or a piece-work agreement 
whereby fast producers, it claims, 
could make much more than the 
offered 21l-cent minimum.

Pretty, 25-year-old Yung Wang, 
whose successful movies caused 
Pearl Buck to compare her with 
one of America’s first ladies of the 
stage, told today in the deanery of 
Bryn Mawr College, where she is 
now a student, how,she was 
clubbed by Japs and how she once 
rowed in a fishing barge past a 
Japanese-held island where one in- 
advertent sound would have meant 
death. 

“There were 31 adults and an 
infant—all escaping fugitives—in 
the small boat,” she said. “An old 
man was huddled over the oars 
struggling to move the barge as 
quietly as possible. He looked up 
and whispered huskily: 

“Tf the baby cries, we'll have to 
throw him overboard.” 

On the road to Chungking, she 
said, a Japanese soldier became 
suspicious of her Buddhist cos- 
tume and struck her over the head 
with a club when she was too 
frightened to talk. A companion 
told him “She is old and afraid; 
she does not understand,” and the 
soldier left. 

Miss Wang had been hunted by 


the Japanese Gestapo since, at 16, 
she refused to star in a Japanese 
propaganda film. She was driven 


out of Tokyo then, and returned | 


to China. 


When war came she joined a/| 


drama group and traveled for 22 
months with General Li's Fifth 
Army, acting in forest groves, hid 
den temples and “wherever we 
could get an audience.” 

At Byrn Mawr, Miss Wang, 
sponsored by her government and 
the Bryn Mawr. College Chinese 
Scholarship Fund, is studying our 
language and literature.

|Warns on Fires 


Emphasizing the need of fire 
prevention in time of war, Lon 
Sullivan, state director of civilian 
defense, explained the plan to 
have volunteers trained as fire- 
men in every block of the Atlanta 
Metropolitan area to help keep 
down losses. He spoke at the 
meeting yesterday of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, sponsor of 
Fire Prevention Week. 

Sullivan stressed the time ele- 
ment in putting out blazes, point- 
ing out that fire chiefs feel that 
most blazes could be extinguish- 
ed with a pitcher of water if the 
firemen could be at the scene in 
a few seconds. 


The state director also cited the 
fact “that 80 per cent of the dam- 
age done by bombers in England 
was the result of fires caused by 
incendiaries and explosions.” He 
said there was no reason to be- 
lieve that the enemy, getting des- 
perate with defeats, would pass 
up any chance to bomb Atlanta 
or other “target cities” at any 
cost. 

“Look what our raid on Tokyo 
did,” he added. “It was a boost 
in our morale when we were be- 
ing pushed around. So would a 
raid on one of our cities, or sev- 
eral, boost the morale of the en- 
emy’s home front and divert our 
attention from the battlefronts.”

Fought With Leftists. 

“During the Spanish civil war 
Drug Tito volunteered to fight 
against the Fascist terror.

Good Strategist. 

“Drug Tito is good in strategy 
and organization. The Communist 
party was the only political party 
which continued to fight against 
the Fascists and, through the Com- 
munist party Drug Tito enlisted 
Partisans in all parts of Yugo- 
slavia. Religion was no barrier. 
Our soldiers came from all creeds 
Moslem, Jew, Roman and Ortho- 
dox Catholic. 

“Here in south Dalmatia we 
Partisans are Croats, but there are 
200,000 Partisans in Serbia, many 
thousands in Slovenia and around 
Trieste.

4. “MacArthur’s way—the best 
way”: from New Guinea to Min- 
danao, big southern Philippine 
island. Shuttling between Min- 
danao and American air bases in 
China, Chandler declared, U. S. 
bombers could make the South 
China sea untenable for Japanese 
shipping, cut off their prizes of 
conquest in Malaya and the Sing- 
apore area, From the Philippines, 
he believes, a strong attack against 
the heart of Nippon could be 
launched with a good chance for 
success. 

Given 500 big bombers, the 
Kentuckian predicted, MacAr- 
thur’s striking forces could estab- 
lish themselves in Mindanao in 
four months. 

“General MacArthur is doing a 
grand job with what equipment 
and forces he has,”’ Chandler said, 
“but he should have more. We 
either should give it to him. or 
take him out and get somebody 
who can get it.”

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Destructive Squabbling 

Irrespective of origins of the row which has 
developed between the Fulton County Com- 
mission and the city of Atlanta over tax angles 
for the support of the Metropolitan Hospital 
Authority it is tragic that such a squabble 
should imperil a program which is the most 
important and most constructive step proposed 
for this community in many years. 

Mayor Hartsfield has charged that “certain 
small politicians” have instigated the trouble 
in the hope of making personal political capital 
for themselves. If this is true, they should be 
exposed. Certainly, no man who would place 
in jeopardy the earliest possible operation of 
the Hospital Authority is fit to hold office in 
either of the local governments. 

Residents of Fulton county, whether citi- 
zens of Atlanta proper or not, have rejoiced 
in the belief that the last obstacle to the 
Hospital Authority was removed when the 
voters approved the measure legally creating 
it. They had foreseen the ‘coming of the day 
when there would be, in this community, the 
finest hospital plant south of Baltimore. To 
witness attack upon that hope because of a dis- 
agreement between overlapping local govern- 
ments constitutes ironic heartbreak. 

Both the city and the county are well able 
to look after their own taxation problems, 
without interference, suggestion or dictation 
from the other. 

There is no proper reason why the two 
should not amicably co-operate for the sake 
of the Hospital Authority and keep hands off 
other affairs which belong, exclusively, in one 
jurisdiction or the other.

Choice of Wiley L. Moore as Georgia’s first 
director of corrections augurs well for the pro- 
gram of state prison reform launched at the 
recent special session of the legislature.

He is, too, an intensely 
human person, with a sympathy for the un- 
fortunate and an understanding of his fellow 
men which should contribute much toward 
the creation of a humane system of rehabilita- 
tion, rather than the method of brutal sup- 
pression and punishment which has hitherto 
dominated our prisons. 

Moore’s successful experiences in various 
activities which include several agricultural 
lines which should be instituted in the prisons 
if they are to become self-supporting, and if 
prisoners are to be given constructive occu- 
pation, should be invaluable in his new duties. 

The fact that he serves without salary 
should make it possible that the $7,000 per 
year appropriated for this purpose can be 
devoted to the upbuilding of prison activities 
which are so sorely needed.

The Fulton county grand jury has adopted 
resolutions commending Governor Ellis Arnall 
and all members of the legislature for the 
enactment of legislation intended to improve 
conditions in Georgia prisons. 

In the preamble to this resolution, it is 
pointed out that the state penal system has 
long been notorious as archaic and inhumane 
and that numerous grand juries, of Fulton and 
other counties, have passed resolutions of 
condemnation and called for legislation to 
remedy the evils. 

That such legislation has at last been passed 
is highly gratifying to the present grand jurors, 
as it is to all Georgians with proper regard for 
the good repute of their state. 

The grand jury expressions of approval thus 
voice the feeling general throughout the state. 
Now, with the requisite laws enacted, grand 
juries and private citizens alike will watch with 
interest their application and welcome each 
prison reform as it becomes operative.

Hitler’s Nordic Ideology 

In a recently published book, “The War 
Against God,” by Carl Cramer, the author 
quotes from a Nazi textbook, “Bolshevism and 
the Bible,” the following passage about Chris- 
tianity: “The teaching of mercy and love of 
one’s neighbor is foreign to the German race, 
and the Sermon on the Mount is, according to 
Nordic sentiment, an ethic of cowards and 
idiots.” 

In the period before Nazi ideology became 
dominant in Germany through mass murder 
and inhuman cruelties, there were millions of 
Protestants and Catholics there who professed 
Christianity. It is reasonable to believe a large 
proportion of them practiced its teachings of 
“mercy and love of one’s neighbor.” There were 
also some five million Jews, and it is just as 
probable a large number of that sect practiced 
many of the teachings of Christianity, though 
their religion differed. 

However, in the conduct of the war it is 
everywhere evident that the Army, from gen- 
erals down to privates; the dread Gestapo; 
Nazi party officials, and a large proportion of 
the civilian population, subscribe whole- 
heartedly to the Nazi dictum that “mercy and 
love of one’s neighbors is foreign to the German 
race.”

If you are one of the few who have pro- 
crastinated, if your gift is not yet in the mails, 
hurry and get it off before it is too late. A 
gift unsent could mean very real tragedy to 
him who should receive it.

The Power of a Song 

Soo Yong, Chinese actress, a recent Atlanta 
visitor, told how the fighting people of China 
have begun to sing martial tunes. She told 
how the soldiers of Chiang Kai-shek and the 
guerrilla bands march into battle singing 
national songs and how these songs are weld- 
ing the Chinese people into one indissoluble 
nation. 

Such singing is new to the Chinese. In the 
past they have been extreme individualists, 
giving all their loyalty to the family, with the 
result their songs have been outlets only for 
individualism. 

Now, however, the spirit of China is chang- 
ing. The Japanese invaders have created a 


united China, a China with but one dream, to. 


drive the hated enemy off Chinese soil. And 
a united China is expressing itself in songs that 
voice the hopes, the determination of all hearts. 

The importance of a song has been recog- 
nized throughout history. Every nation has its 
folk songs, with origins lost in the mists of the 
long ago. Every war brings forth its songs, 
the marching music to which men go into 
battle, inspired to deeds they could not achieve 
otherwise. 

There cannot be a nation with a national 
spirit and there cannot be a national spirit 
without its spontaneous expression in song. 
When the new China sings, that is assurance 
the new China will live.

WASHINGTON PARADE

SIGNIFICANT REACTION WASHINGTON, Oct. 7-—What 


may be one of the most signifi- 
cant pieces of war information coming to public attention lately 
was the revelation by Marshal Badoglio in Italy the other day on 
the behavior of German troops in Rome, immediately after Musso- 
lini’s downfall, when false rumors were circu- 

lated that Hitler had been assassinated. 


Badoglio is quoted by the Associated Press 
as saying that German troops in the Eternal 
City were swept into “ecstasies of joy” over 
the reports. 

Happy Nazi troopers, he said, “embraced 
people in the streets, tore down photographs 
of the Fuehrer in their barracks and scattered 
the bits in open places,” in a wild exhibition of 
joy over reports of Hitler’s death. 

That sounds very much like the behavior of 
the Italians after the news of Mussolini’s politi- 

Be: cal expulsion was announced. The Italian peo- 
bs ple, weary of the war and fed up with the iron 
' iB hand of Fascist dictatorship, gave manifesta- 
tions of the greatest pleasure over their release from the Duce’s grip. 

And now, we may assume from Marshal Badoglio’s revelation, 
there is evidence of a similar feeling lying latent in the German 
people. 

What this small incident signifies is that the German people may 
be on the verge of doing what the Italians have done—kick their 
war-crazed dictator out and pave the way for the restoration of 
peace, 

Certainly if segments of the German army are capable of that 
sort of feeling over reports of Hitler’s death, we may expect a 
still greater feeling of the kind to be held by the suppressed people 
of the homeland. 


HOPE FOR VICTORY GONE From both neutral and Allied 


government sources we have 
been given information of late that all hope of winning the war has 
been abandoned in Germany now for some months. The intelligent 
classes realize that the jig is up. 

Beginning with the Stalingrad disaster last year, there have been 
too many decisive setbacks on the Axis battle fronts for any intel- 
ligent German to entertain further hopes of victory. Leaders in 
the German military machine are said to realize now that defeat 
is inevitable in the end. Even Hitler is said to be jockeying for 
any acceptable peace he can find. 

During the period of the past year, Germany, in addition to 
Stalingrad, has been compelled to give ground in Egypt, Libya, 
Tunisia, Sicily, southern Italy, and, most disastrous of all, in Russia. 

Italy, the chief Axis partner, has been knocked out of the war 
and is headed toward an open declaration of hostilities against 
Germany. 

German cities are being bombed to destruction by the growing 
air might of the Allies, who threaten second-front operations in 
western Europe momentarily. Germany’s Balkan satellite nations 
are on the verge of breaking away from the war. 

Finally, the U-boat campaign, on which the German high com- 
mand placed such high hopes, has proved ineffective and illusory. 

It is inconceivable that this accumulation of war setbacks has 
failed to seep down to the German people and to impress them with 


the utter futility of things. 

GOEBBELS PARADOX In a speech at the Sportspalast in 
Berlin last Sunday, Dr. Goebbels, 

the Nazi propaganda minister, took pains to deny that there is any 

great amount of defeatism in Germany. Yet in the same breath 

he found it necessary to warn that the German government would 

behead any German “attempting to undermine the belief in victory.” 

A government does not threaten such stern measures against its 
citizens if all is quiet and complacent. Beneath Dr. Goebbels’ harsh 
words we seem to detect the growing rumble of discontent. 

It may be true the Germans are first-class fighters while they 
are winning victories, but it is also true they begin to develop a 
surrender psychosis when defeat catches up with them. That has 
been true of their history for a hundred years or more. The latest 
examples we have had were at Tunis and Stalingrad. In the last 
war they showed they can quit as quickly as anybody, once the drop 
is gained on them. 

The Germans continue to fight long after all hope of victory 
has gone only because of the very hopelessness of their situation. 
They know the only thing they have to gain from a cessation of 
hostilities is the stoppage of further bloodshed. All else will be 


lost to them, 

CAN END SUDDENLY Despite the continued warnings 
ee of our governmental leaders of 

the hard fighting still ahead for us, it must be evident to any student 

of war events that the situation is fraught with many possibilities. 

It is not to be written off as an impossibility that the war in 

Europe can end suddenly, almost ‘overnight. 

The Duke of Windsor predicted such a sudden end of things in 
a statement made at Boston recently. Other of our own government 
officials are known to share his views. 

Marshal Badoglio’s revelation on the temper of German troops 
at Rome is a positive bit of evidence in the same direction. Sooner 
or later the German people will become overwhelmed with the 
hopelessness of their plight and take matters in their own hands. 
That time may be soon or late, but it seems certain to come before

Special interest locally in the 
pageant arises from two person- 
ages who are taking important 
part in the presentation, 


Dr. D. P. McGeachy, who was 
for many years pastor of the De- 
catur Presbyterian church, retir- 
ing only last year, has written the 
play, which runs for ‘about two 
hours. It is titled “The Rock and 
the Pit.” 


Neva Jackson, of Columbia, S. 
C., who was one of the outstand- 
ing students in dramatics when 
she attended Agnes Scott College, 
will play the leading feminine 
role. 

Perhaps I have overlooked it, 
nevertheless the information about 
this forthcoming pageant, found in 
a Charlotte newspaper, is the first 
I had heard about any formal cele- 
bration of the anniversary of that 
Westminster Assembly. Possibly 
Atlanta’s Presbyterian churches 
have marked it in proper manner 
but, if so, it has missed my at- 
tention. 

Story of 
The Assembly. 


Tae purpose of the Westminster 
Assembly was to decide upon a 
general creed and form of worship 
throughout Great Britain. It was 
in November, 1641, that the house 
of common urged upon the King 
the calling of a synod of the “most 
learned and, pious men,” for the 
settling of the government of the 
church. 


It was two years ag however, 
before an ordinance Was passed 
convoking the assembly of divines. 
Nominated as delegates to the as-

, sembly were 121 clergymen, 10 


lords and 20 commoners. 


However, the King turned right 
around and issued a proclamation 
forbidding the assembly to meet. 
Most of the Episcopal members 
stayed away, because of this proc- 
lamation, with the result that 
when the assembly began its sit- 
tings, on July 1, 1643, at Westmin- 
ster Abbey, the majority of those 
present were Presbyterians, which 
by then had gained a strong hold 
in England as well as Scotland. 


A special deputation was sent 
to the general assembly of the 
Scottish church, asking its co-op- 
eration in the Westminster Assem- 
bly. On September 15 four Scot- 
tish clergymen and two laymen 
were admitted to the assembly and 
given votes. 

The assembly held sessions un- 
til February 22, 1649. 


Cromwell 
Ruined It. 

So strong were the British Pres- 
byterians at that time that, in 
1868, parliament declared “all par- 
ishes and places whatsoever,” 
with the exception of chapels for 
the King and peers, to be under 
the Presbyterian form of church 
government. 


However, in that same period, 
the civil war was raging in Eng- 
land and, when Oliver Cromwell 
came to governing power, the 
hopes of the Presbyterians were 
smashed. 

Later, when came the restora- 
tion, the entire proceedings of the 
Westminster Assembly were an- 
nulled, together with all acts of 
parliament ratifying them. 


Thus the Westminster Assembly 
didn’t have much official effect in 
England. But its effect upon Pres- 
byterians in Scotland and in the 
United States will never be ef- 
faced. 

Present standards of the Pres- 
byterian church are those set up 
by the Westminster Assembly and 
its form of church government is 
to this day that outlined then. 

Dr. McGeachy has a colorful 
period of church history to draw 
upon for his play. That Charlotte 
pageant should be intensely inter- 
esting to all students of history. 
It is pity we can’t see it, or some- 
thing along the same line, in At- 
lanta. 

How about inviting Dr. Mc- 
Geachy to come back for a visit 
and, while ee it on for us?

There are so many 
By Lewis heavy demands on 

the popular capac- 
ity for indignation that probably 
John L. Lewis’ motor trip from 
Washington to Indianapolis. to 
Springfield, Ill., to Cincinnati and 
back will receive no more than a 
snort, a mere token expression, so 


to speak. The story seemed un- 
believable when it first broke 
some weeks ago, but it has now 
been verified by Lewis himself in 
a communication to his local ra- 
tion board in Alexandria, Va., and 
it confirms the public impression 
that union officials do enjoy spe- 
cial privileges in the matter of 
private motor transportation 
granted on the ground that their 
activities are vital to the war ef- 
fort. 


An AP dispatch from Richmond, 
Va., reports that Lewis had ex- 
plained his trip satisfactorily and 
that there was no misuse of gaso- 
line. The question raised concern- 
ed a visit to his mother in Spring- 
field. Lewis replied that he had 
gone to Indianapolis, Springfield 
and Cincinnati on business of the 
United Mine Workers and that the 
side trip to his mother’s home in- 
volved a distance of only 15 city 
blocks from the headquarters of 
the union. The amount of gas 
consumed on that mission would 
have been negligible, and the OPA 
could have been accused of heckl- 
ing over a petty violation if it had 
found a violation there, 

But there is in the verdict of 
the rationing authorities an ad- 
mission that they think it was 
quite all right for this man to 
make his long journey by auto- 
mobile, using gas obtained with C 
tickets, a ration restricted to the 
most essential war workers, when 
there was plenty of railroad and 
bus transportation. His reason for 
driving could not have been other 
than his personal pleasure and 
comfort, for the trip by car must 
have taken much more time and 
everybody knows, of course, that 
the public transportation is badly 
crowded nowadays and many of 
us yearn for a long, leisurely tour 
across country, 


Here is a man whose

Of Coal war effort is a short- 
age of millions of 


tons of coal which will have many 
harmful effects. People who con- 
verted household heating systems 
from oil to coal at the suggestion 
of the government will be no bet- 
ter or little better off than those 
who couldn’t convert, or for other 
reasons didn’t. That means misery, 
worry and probably illnes for 
many. Yet the business of the 
union which contributed this 
shortage by order of an_indi- 
vidual tyrant is so highly respect- 
ed by an agency of the govern- 
ment that Lewis is permitted to 
draw on the scant supply of gaso- 
line to drive not merely to the 
‘neighborhood movie house or a 
race track or call on some friend 
a few miles away, which would 
be at least questionable travel by 
another civilian. He is authorized 
to fill her up and take along his 
C book for refills and go for a 
pleasure tour. 

His explanatory note to his ra- 
tion board said he went to Indian- 
apolis to wind up the affairs of a 
union bank of which he was pres- 
ident, to Springfield _on legal and 
financial affairs of the mine work- 
ers, and to Cincinnati to take part 
in wage negotiations. The pub- 
lished correspondence contains no 
suggestion that the availability of 
public transportation was even 
discussed and the case is marked 
closed and the rest of the people 
are put on notice that this is the 
settled policy of their government.

Flagrant have legitimate pri- 
vate business not 


connected with the war effort, but 
important to them nevertheless, 
who simply would not think of 
asking for gasoline for such pur- 
poses. The public generally has 
bowed to necessity and postponed, 
neglected or otherwise attended 
to errands which could not be 
justified as war business. All this 
time, however, union officials 
have enjoyed a special right to 
draw special rations of fuel with 
no obligation to justify their mile- 
age except ta say, if questioned, 
that they were on union business. 

The Lewis case is particularly 
flagrant not merely because he is 
unpopular now nor even because 
he, through his union, prevented 
the production of millions of tons 
of coal which should have been 
mined. It is flagrant because the 
motor travel was absolutely un- 
necessary and inexcusable with al- 
ternative transportation available, 
although uncomfortable, and be- 
cause, in recognition of his favor- 
ed position, the OPA finds it legal. 

But the incident will not cause 
a ripple. The people are weary 
and punch-drunk and indignation 
and protests are futile.

Nations cannot live alone any more than man can live alone. 
We see today the gaunt figure of that old Presbyterian, Woodrow 
Wilson, stalking the world again. I think Gerald Johnson is cor- 
rect, in his most admirable book, “American Heroes and Hero 
Worship,” when he says that Wilson’s proposal was refused by this 
country not so much because of the little group of willful men 
who defeated it in the senate, but because this country felt itself 
strong and able to stand alone. We had not any conception of the 
fact that the very size and strength of this nation inevitably drags 
it into any world competition, be it trade or war. 

Woodrow Wilson said, not vaguely, but in strong, stark words, 
that “within 25 years this nation would be in another and greater 
war because of that repudiation.” 

He was strangely prophetic, was this man whom they called 
“professor” and an idealist. They got us some good, sound “prac- 
tical” men after him—Harding, Cooledge and Hoover. In Wilson's 
last message, the veto of the measure which later was passed as 
the iniquitous Smoot-Hawley tariff act, he pointed out the folly of 
lending Europe money with which to buy our goods while at the 
same time making it impossible for them to sell any of their own. 
He named the depression which followed such ruinous practices. 

And now the ghost of that stern old Presbyterian is stalking the 
earth and again the narrow, greedy, selfish men are seeking to put 
him down. 

Well, I hope they keep on reading Willkie’s book and reading 
about bombers flying the Atlantic in six hours and 12 minutes.

If Three Farmers Dig a Well, 


No Outsider Has a Right to 
Share the Water 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Some years ago the copyright laws conceded the elemental and 
obvious truth that anything created by a writer is naturally his 
property. A copyright serves public notice that the creation must 
not be used without permission, but it gives the creator no new 
rights, for he already possesses all rights in his own work. If a 
man builds a house, a chair or a poem, no process of law is needed 
to make it his property. 

This truth was universally accepted until the government sued 
the Associated Press for “restraint of trade.” 

The Associated Press is a partnership of newspaper publishers 
for the purpose of exchanging news stories. Each contributes the 
stories gathered in his own neighborhood and receives in exchange 
the stories gathered by the others. (It isn’t quite that simple, but 
that is the basic idea.) 

The government says these partners must permit outsiders to 
use the stories they gather, or otherwise they are an unlawful 
monopoly. 

Now, if a train is wrecked in your community, the facts of the 
wreck are public property. That is, every person is free to learn 
the facts and repeat or discuss them, in speech or writing, as he 
pleases, 

But gathering and reporting the facts in a manner suitable for 
publication requires training and skill. Moreover, no two will see 
the facts from his individual viewpoint and interpret them accord- 
ing to his knowledge and training. Therefore his story is an orig- 
inal creation, as distinctive as a new novel or movie scenario. 

When he has created it, it belongs to him. It is his property. 
How could it belong to anybody else? 

But if he has written the story under contract, and some em- 
ployer is paying for his time and skill, his rights in the story are 
transferred by agreement to the employer. 

When a publisher thus acquires all natural rights in the story, 
it is his property. He may print it or destroy it. He may sell it 
or givé it to others. It belongs to him. 

It is not a question of monopoly, but a question of property 
rights. Every person has equal right to buy what is offered for 
public sale, but what a man creates is his and his “monopoly” of 
it is a natural right.

A LMOST everyone is familiar with Mrs. Thomas K. Glenn’s in- 
satiable interest in things cultural—especially art. Now, once 
again, she has been asked to put her vast store of knowledge on this 
subject and her complete understanding of the layman’s point of

For a common com- 
plaint among visitors on such 
occasions is that while a certain 
painting might have a definite 
appeal, they have no compre- 
hension of why this is so. 

Others in the list which have 
an especially intriguing sound 
are: “Do you know that a pic- 
ture is judged on points very 
much in the same way that a 
flower arrangement is judged?” 
“Do you know the psychology 
of color, its power in our daily 
life; for instance, in food?” 
“How old is art?” “Will con- 
temporary art ever replace that 
of the old masters?” “Do you 
know why many people are mu- 
seum shy?” “Is a copy of an 
old painting better than a con- 
temporary original?” “When is 
a painting really ‘worth the 
money?” “Why do some art- 
ists paint ‘ugly’ pictures?”

When meats and points are scarce, make a stew. Combined with 
vegetables in a well-seasoned gravy, a little low-cost, low-point meat 
goes a long way. And if cooked with imagination and care, a stew 
may be a culinary masterpiece instead of merely another stew. Be- 
fore offering recipes for delectable stews, lend me an ear—lI shall 
tell you a few of the secrets of making a good stew: 


Appearance Is Important. Cut the meat in pleces of uniform 
size. If you want a rich, dark stew, brown the meat, first dredging 
it in flour, before adding liquid to it. 

Pick the Vegetables With an Eye to Color and Texture. Contrast 
the paleness of onions and potatoes with green peas, carrots or to- 
matoes. Add vegetables to stew just long enough before serving 
time to get them tender. Don’t overcook them. Cut vegetables into 
uniform sizes and shapes, or cut some and leave some whole for 
contrast. 

For Extra Flavor—Save water from cooked vegetables; dissolve a 
bouillon cube in the stew; add # few drops of prepared gravy flavor- 
ing, a little lemon juice, vinegar or sherry. Try a cup of sour cream 
in a veal stew; a little curry powder in a lamb stew. Try different 
herb seasonings, but experiment cautiously with them—don’t overdo 
the seasoning, keep it delicate and interesting, rather than fragrant. 
Combine different meats; lamb, veal and beef can be used together 
in the same stew! 

Serve Attractively—Arrange vegetables in neat groups around 
the meat, or arrange stew around a head of steamed cauliflower, or 
in a ring of rice. Or top with small biscuits, border with mashed 
potatoes, or sprinkle with grated cheese. Many stews are prettiest 
served right from the casserole. 

Now for the recipes: 

Meat and vegetables are recognizable in a good stew. 

Kidney Stew 

(Use beef, pork, lamb or veal 1 teaspoon salt 

kidneys.) Pepper 

2 pounds kidneys 4 diced carrots 

1 cup water 4 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 bouillon cubes 2 tablespoons flour 

2 large diced onions

HYDE PARK, Wednesday.—I want to go 
back again to my letters about our soldiers in 
New Zealand. Many a mother here, when she 
was training her son to be of use at home, did 
not realize that some of the things she taught 
him would make him a very welcome guest, 
and sometimes even make him of real value 22% As 
to the Army.

For instance, one of the men, who has the reputati r bein 
more responsible for the good spirits of his regiment than anyone 
else, was the head baker in a camp which I visited. He teaches 
the men under him to make good bread, cakes and pies, and he 
is popular. It is all because, so he told me, his mother taught him 
to do it at home. 

Some of the boys in the cooks’ and bakers’ school do not feel 
they are an important part of the Army. As a matter of fact, some 
of the most distinguished soldiers in the world have said that an 
army marches on its stomach, and a well-fed army is always a 
satisfied army and, therefore, a good fighting force. 

In New Zealand I heard our boys praised because they helped 
wash the dishes and ran errands for their hostesses, so you see 
how important a mother’s training is. 

Here is a letter from Mrs. Ruby Tennent, from a small town 
in New Zealand: “I must tell you how much we enjoyed the visit 
of the two Marines you sent us. One was very young, only twenty- 
and-a-half, and the other a Marine of eight years’ service. 

“Their frank friendliness, ready wit and appreciation made them 
delightful guests. My two sons, in the air force, came home un- 
expectedly and were thrilled with the tales of Guadalcanal and 
of your wonderful country. I must say that your city lads from 
Boston and Brooklyn, N. Y., gave us quiet country folks something 
to think of. Three weeks’ effort was only a fraction of the debt 
we owe to those who spent many weeks enduring Guadalcanal. I 
should have liked to keep them longer, but then our very busy 
days are here, and my husband and I are each without help on the 
farm. As you said, the lads are so human and they fitted mto 
our home life very easily. This small country should benefit very 
much by the contact with you and your kinsfolks.”

Keep Fresh, Young-Looking; 
Exercise To Be Streamlined

“Any woman who will tell her 
age will tell anything,” a woman 
announced to me the other day. 
Naturally, I couldn't resist putting 
her to the test, but she.wouldn’t 
tell me. 


You probably don’t feel that 
strongly on the age question, but 
a good many women do. Person- 
ally, I think it is beside the point 
to be shy about telling your age 
—say, five years shy—when there 
are so many dead giveaways. 

The fay you walk may be a tat- 
tle tale. Toeing out shows you 
learned to walk in the “elegant” 
age. It was one of the finishing 
school touches about 1900. (Of 
course, that was before my time— 
just before!) Walking with stfff 
knees and short jerky steps prac- 
tically puts you in the old lady 
class. To walk young, swing your 
legs from the hips, forget about 
your knees, point your. toes 
straight ahead, and keep your 
head up but your shoulders re- 
laxed, 

Another conspicuous sign of 
age is that pincushion of fat on 
the back of the neck. It is called 
a “dowager’s hump” and it marks 
you as 41 plus. 

The back of your upper arms 
is a spot you are inclined to over- 
look. Any time after 35 is a dan- 
gerous age for those triceps mus- 
cles that are supposed to keep 
your arms round and young.

Trio Sentenced 


In Albany Case 


ALBANY, Ga., Oct. 7.—(P)— 
Sheriff M. Claude Screws. of Ba- 
ker county, was convicted today 
by a U. S. district court jury of 
violating civil liberties statutes .in 
the death of a prisoner, and Judge 
Bascom Deaver sentenced him to 
three years’ imprisonment and 
fined him $1,000. 

Convicted and similarly sen- 
tenced with Screws were Jim Bob 
Kelley, a special deputy, and 
Frank Edward Jones, former New- 
ton, Ga., policeman. 

The trio was tried on two counts 
of a three-count indictment charg- 
ing violation of the civil liberties 
statutes guaranteeing protection to 
persons in the custody of state of- 
ficers, and conspiracy to violate 
the statutes. 

Judge Deaver sentenced each to 
one year and a $1,000 fine on the 
count charging deprivation of 
civil’ rights, and to two years’ 
imprisonment on the conspiracy 
count, the sentences to be served 
consecutively. 

Indictment of the three followed 
the death January 20 of Robert 
Hall, a Negro, arrested on a charge 
of stealing an automobile tire. 

Testimony developed that the 
Negro was beaten on the court- 
house square late the night before 
he died, was then put in jail. The 
sheriff said he called an ambu- 
lance and sent him to a hospital. 

One witness for the government 
said Jones had told him the of- 
ficers had taken a pistol away 
from Hall and that Hall had “got 
smart and went to the grand jury 


and hired a lawyer and so we ar- 
‘rested him on a warrant.” 
Jones denied making such a 
| statement. 

The sheriff testified that he hit 
Hall when the Negro cursed him 
and saw a shotgun poke out after 
he ordered the Negro out of an 
automobile.

The machinists quit last May 
in protest against jurisdictional 
rights allowed other AFL unions, 
chiefly the carpenters. 

Back in the fold, “they will 
have to take their chances,” one 
AFL official said. ‘We couldn’t 
afford to do anything else.” 

Many delegates considered these 
terms an important personal de- 
feat for Harvey W. Brown, presi- 
dent of the machinists, who had 
led the jurisdictional fight in the 
federation and led his member- 
ship out of the federation. A great 
majority of the members of the 
machinists’ .executive board fa- 
vored the immediate reaffiliation 
against Brown’s personal inclina- 
tions. 

The machinists reported their 
membership for per capita tax 
purposes as 625,000 as of August 
31, which exceeds the teamsters’ 
taxpaying membership by about 
23,000.

War Loan Tops 
18 Billion Mark 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—()— 
The Third War Loan passed the 
$18,000,000,000 mark tonight with 
more than a week remaining for 
late reports of individual sales. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau pointed to the lag in re- 
cording such sales through the 
Federal Reserve Banks and at the 
same time expressed confidence 
that the $5,000,000,000 goal for in- 
dividual bond purchases in “in the 
bag—and more.” 

The quota was 92 per cent 
achieved on the Treasury’s latest 
tabulation which showed individ- 
ual sales of $4,584,000,000. 

A $114,000,000 increase for the 
day sent the over-all total for the 
war loan to $18,038,000,000. The 
original goal was $15,000,000,000. 

Idaho and the District of Co- 
lumbia were added to the list of 
states at or over their quotas, 
leaving only California, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Vermont, Wyoming and 
the possessions still short. 

In addition five more states— 
Colorado, Louisiana, North Dako- 
ta, Oklahoma and South Dakota— 
joined the 14 over their quotas on 
sales to individuals. 

The Treasury at the same time 
made available a report on its 
financing operations since the first 
of the year through last night. 
During that period the depart- 
ment sold $96,700,000,000 worth 
of securities, refunded or redeem- 
ed $44,900,000,000 worth for a net 
increase in the outstanding debt

Costa Rican Gives U. S. Palm 
To Women Busy in War Work 


Spartan hardihood of American 
women which is adding so much 
to war production is the most 
striking thing about the United 


States at the present time, ac- 
cording to Dr. Miguel A. Galle- 
gos, school teacher at San Jose, 
Costa Rica, the tiny Central Amer- 
ican republic which was the first 
of the New World powers to de- 
clare war on the Axis. 

Even before the guns cooled 
off from the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, Costa Rica cast its lot with 
the United States and the United 
Nations. It declared war before 
the United States got around to 
it and Dr. Gallegos is proud of 
that. 

He and Mrs. Gallegos are in 
America on aé_e good-will tour. 
They are surveying educational 
institutions and getting ready for 
“postwar collaboration which will 
tie the Western Hemisphere to- 
gether as never before.” 

Industrialism as prosecuted in 


war production in the United 
States also commands the respect 
of Dr. Gallegos, who said some of 
the huge plants he surveyed dur- 
ing the western part of his tour 
are amazing. 

The vaunted southern hospital- 
ity about which Dr. Gallegos has 
heard all his life is “understated” 
and those who sing its praises 
fail to do it justice, the doctor 
said after touring Atlanta schools 
in company with Dr. H. H. Bix- 
ler, director of the research and 
guidance department of the At- 
lanta schools. Dr. Gallegos spent 
yesterday at Girls’ High school 
and had armfuls of literature 
and other data which he said he 
will take back to his classrooms. 

During their stay in America, 
Dr. and Mrs. Gallegos have vis- 
ited California, Michigan Univer- 
sity, where his father was gradu- 
ated in medicine, and the north- 
eastern states where he visited 
many national shrines. Then they 
came south.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(#)—The 
Germans have begun demolitions 
in the hills east of Rome and are 
preparing to blow up strategic in- 
stallations within Rome itself to 
delay the entry of the Allied 
armies into the city, NBC Corre- 
spondent Merrill Mueller reported 
in a broadcast from Italy tonight. 
German wrecking crews are 
preparing to blast the _ bridges 
over the Tiber river where it runs 
through Rome, Mueller said, quot- 
ing an official adviser to Pre- 
mier Marshal Pietro Badoglio. 
Also reported on the list for de- 
molition are the capital’s railways, 
viaducts, key highways, certain 
large government properties and 
the water and power system. 
Mueller reported that thus far 
there were no signs the Nazis 
were preparing to demolish down- 
town Rome, or to lay booby-traps 
in the Italian capital. He said 
these concessions probably were 
due to the proximity of Vatican 
City to central Rome and Nazi 
fears of Catholic uprisings. should 
Vatican City be damaged.

Mueller said, “are being made 
ready for destruction at a mo- 
ment’s notice.”
